To Make AppeaP

Supporters of the Rutland 
County Farmers Market plan to 
turn out Monday in an appeal to 
Rutland aldermen for a perma¬ 
nent sign downtown. 

The aldermen voted in May to 
allow the erection of the sign. But 
they rescinded their action in 
June when John Cioffredi, 
superintendent of parks and 
recreation, said the sign would 
violate a city ordinance banning 
advertising on city property. 

A letter from attorney Stephen 
Klein supporting the farmers' 
market will he on the agenda 
when the aldermen meet Mon¬ 
day, market director Andy 
Snyder said Friday. 

The letter maintains that the 
city is “selectively enforcing" 
the ordinance when and where it 
chooses, Snyder said. 

The market's sign measures 
four by six feet and reads 
"Welcome to Downtown Rutland. 
Home of Vermont's Largest 
Farmers' Market. 1 ' Snyder said 
it would help advertise Rutland's 


downtown as much as the 
market. Keeping downtown vital 
is critical, he said. 

Besides Klein's letter, Snyder 
will also present supportive let¬ 
ters from Gerry Carbine of the 
Rutland Region Chamber of 
Commerce and Carol McLeod, 
president of the Contemporary 
Dow town Business Association, 
he said. 

"They’re all very supportive of 
our stance." Snyder said. 

During a meeting Thursday of 
the aldermanic Recreation Com¬ 
mittee, Cioffredi was asked to 
give his position on the sign 
dispute. He claimed he wasn't 
against the market, but did not 
want to violate the ordinance. 

"I want to go on record that 
John Cioffredi is not opposed to 
the Farmer’s Market," he said. 
"My only responsibility is to 
uphold the ordinances." 

Cioffredi said it was inaccurate 
to draw parallels between the 
Farmers Market sign with the 
United Way sign. "1 don’t see

The Water Street area has 
"tremendous potential," he said, 
and could eventually be expand¬ 
ed to include a jogging trail and 
other amenities.

The Band Plays On 


Each Sunday, weather permit¬ 
ting, a long standing tradition 
evolves in the Main Street Park 
at about 7:30 p.m, The oldest 
municipally supported band, 
“The Rutland City Band/' floods 
the park with music for the enjoy¬ 
ment of all ages. 

Many early records of the band 
were destroyed by fire in 1945 at 
the Gryphon Building. Attorney 
George M. Goddard was manag¬ 
er at that time and had the rec¬ 
ords stored in his office. 

Many records still in fact were 
kept by Raymond A. Hughes, the 
late player-manager, who passed 
away in 1981. Mr. Hughes was a 
walking historian of the City 
Rand and kept records and relat¬ 
ed many wonderful tales over the 
years. Records would indicate 
that ''Rutland City Band ’ 1 was 
the child of the Rutland Cornet 
Band. 

The first formal document in 
the records is a program dated 
1879 featuring the Rutland Cornet 
Band. Back in those days, busi¬ 
nessmen were asked to support 
this musical organization and 
usually were very willing. One of 
these interested businessmen 
was Frank M. Wilson and in later 
years his son Carleton 0 . Wilson . 
Their love of music was very 
obvious by their unselfish 
support. 

In 1894, Carl Hinsman, execu¬ 
tive of Howe Scale, introduced a 
bill to the state Legislature mak¬ 
ing it legal for villages, cities and 
towns to support community 
bands. This support program has 
carried forth from then to the 
present time.

Nelson Eddy was scheduled to 
perform — 1967 (Cancelled due to 
scheduling problems). 

Two of the oldest members, 
Richard Dagg and Edward Pike, 
still have active interest In the 
organization. This kind of dedica¬ 
tion has always been the back¬ 
bone of the band organization. 

There have been 12 conductors 
over the many years of the 
band's existence: 1 . Ernest 
Hatch, directed approximately 
five years; 2. and 3. Al Burdick 
and Phil Rrehmer. up to 1903; 4 , 
Harry Ingalls, 1903-1904: 5. H. 
Barrington Sargent, 1904-1906; 6 . 
Louis V. Ricci. 1906-1927; 7. Jo¬ 
seph Cox, 1927-1950; 8 . Napoleon 
lanni, 1950-1965; 9. Raymond 
Brom, 1965-1969; 10. Gerald Men¬ 
ard, 1969-1984. 

The city is fortunate to have 
two conductors now — Glen Giles 
and Robert Maurer, 

In 1934, the band had new uni¬ 
forms updating their appearance 
from year’s past. As time went 
on, these uniforms disappeared' 
one by one. In 1982, through the 
generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Ro¬ 
bert Branchaud, the City Band 
once again has new uniforms. 
The dark pants and blue blazers 
have made a very professional 
appearing band.

Aldermen Give 
Back Vehicles 
To Tirre, Crew 


By MONICA ALLEN 

After one week of thought, 
Rutland City aldermen Monday 
gave back the city car to Public 
Works Commissioner Gail M, 
Tim. 

The board also decided to 
recommend to Mayor John J. 
Daley that public works foremen 
be allowed temporarily to take 
home a city truck during the 
week they are on call. That would 
continue until the city attorney 
decided whether the city faced 
liability problems if it took the 
vehicles away from on-call 
foremen, 

The board also decided to 
threaten punishment for any city 
employee who took an 
unauthorized person in a city car. 
Unauthorized people include 
family members and private 
citizens. 

The two actions taken by the 
board Monday contradicted ac¬ 
tion taken last Monday that for¬ 
bid Tirre and her DPW 
employees from taking city 
vehicles off city property at 
night. 

A complicated series of events 
led to the turnaround. Alderman 
Laurent A. LaMontagne. who had 
spearheaded the effort to take 
away the cars and upphold a 1974 
policy t did not approve of the 
reversal. 

But other aldermen said they 
did not realize their vote last 
week look Tirre’s car away from 
her in addition to the foremen s 
cars. Board members were also 
unaware that Mayor John J. 
Daley had included 24-hour use of 
| a car in Tirre's contract when she 
1 was hired. 

Tirre also lobbied aldermen 
last week about the recall policy 
for public works emergencies. 

Under the policy, one foreman 
is on call each week. That 
foreman receives *10€ and has 
been allowed to take a truck 
I home in case of an emergency 
1 call Tirre said the city would be 
liable for any accidents a worker 
might have driving to an 
emergency in his own car. 

City Attorney Henry €. Rrlslin 


said the city's insurer had in¬ 
formed him that city insurance 
would not cover an employee's 
drive into work in hisown car. 

In addition, Daley, in a letter to 
the board, said he would suspend 
the recall policy and honor the 
old directive forbidding that city 
vehicles leave the premises at 
night. 

Alderman Patricia Donnelly 
said she was not in favor of 
suspending the entire recall 
policy because of a disagreement 
over cars between the aldermen 
and the commissioner. She ac¬ 
cused city officials of faulty 
reasoning. 

The policy had caused two 
foremen to lose their jobs in 
January, she said. Aldermen had 
endorsed the recall policy and 
stood behind Tirre during the 
foremen’s hearings before the 
Board of Civil Authority. 

La Montague, the chairman of 
the alder manic Public Works 
Committee, let the full board 
know where he stood on cars for 
workers. He has been at log¬ 
gerheads with Tirre over the 
cars. 

LaMontagne said Tirre had 
agreed in a letter last week not to 
use her car and to suspend the 
recall policy; workers would be 
telephoned in the event of an 
emergency. 

"Number one, she has not done 
that, 1 ' LaMontagne said, 
'Number two, the car was at 
Rutland Mall this weekend. And 
number three, it is not at City 
Hall tonight. So she has not stuck 
to her own word/' 

LaMontagne did not have much 
better to say about the mayor. He 
called his letter to the board 
unclear. 

"He's talking out of both sides 
of his mouth," LaMontagne said. 

LaMontagne called the liability 
issue ''over-exaggerated. 1 " 

"I talked to two other in¬ 
surance companies besides the 
Carbine people," LaMontagne 
said "They said there m ight be a 
liability issue. The liability is 
with family members, relatives,

unauthorized people riding in 
these vehicles.

He then read the policy and said

"Larry, don't get defensive,"

“I have to get defensive," 
LaMontange said. 

T’m just wondering what your 
intent is," Keefe said. 

Tirre did not attend the 
meeting Monday. Mayor John J, 
Da ley was also not present. He is 
on vacation for two weeks. Alder- 
manic President Hayden Bride is 
acting mayor. 

In other business, Joseph Paul 
of Catherine Drive criticized the 
aldermen for backing down on 


their policy not to approve 
building permits for sites off un¬ 
finished roads. 

Alderman last week approved 
a building permit for a house on 
Catherine Drive Extension, a 
road that has not been accepted 
by the city , 

Paul said the road was 
dangerously steep and too nar¬ 
row, 

Donnelly said the board had 
fell pressured into approval 
because the people wanted to 
close a deal ori the house Donnel¬ 
ly said that was no excuse. She 
made a motion to rescind the 
building permit. 

The motion died on a 2-4 vote. 
Keefe and Donnelly favored 
reconsideration.

Board Locks Out City, 
Will Fight School Lease 


The doors to the former Park Street School are 
locked and the School Board won't give up Ihe keys.

' A long'brew i rig disagreement between 
the city and the School Board over the 
abandoned Park Street School has 
erupted into a confrontation. 

After city alderman signed a lease last 
week to let the building to the Open Door 
Mission, they found that the locks on the 
old school had been changed, according 
to Alderman Patty Donnelly, chairman 
of the Recreation Committee, which had 
negotiated the lease with the mission 
board of directors. 

School Superintendent Charles Skip' 
tunas was then asked for the keys, but 
said he had no authorization to turn them 
over, said City Attorney Henry Brislin, 

So the city wrote a letter to the School 
Board asking them to turn over the keys 


to the city by Wednesday, Sept. 10, 
Brislin said. 

But after meeting for two hours in ex¬ 
ecutive session Tuesday nighL the 
School Board voted unanimously to take 
legal action against the city And the 
board will not give the keys to the city. 
School Board Chairman Carolyn Baker 
said. 

Baker would not define "legal action," 
but said the board would consult with its 
attorney. 

The board will also ask aldermen to 
designate a committee to meet with the 
School Board concerning Park Street 
School and will ask the mission to con¬ 
tinue lease negotiations with school of¬ 
ficials.

The controversy boils down to 
Ibis : both city officials and school 
officials say they own the proper¬ 
ty and can dispose of it as they 
wish. 

Last March, city voters ap¬ 
proved a ballot item to lease Ihe 
school to the Open Door Mission 
as a shelter for homeless men 
and a soup kitchen. 

The School Board negotiated a 
lease wilh the mission this sum¬ 
mer, but the mission could not ob¬ 
tain the SI million in liability in¬ 
surance mandated by the I ?ase 

The mission then approached 
the city for a lease As mission 
director John Cassarino, a city 
alderman, put it, "You might as 
well go with the people that are 
friendly.’ 1 

Donnelly said the Park Street 
School issue had been placed in 
her com m ittee last year. She s a id 
her committee had tried to con¬ 
tact the School Board to meet 
with them about the school 
earlier this year, but had receiv¬ 
ed no answer from the board. 

Last week, Rutland City Mayor 
John Daley lobbied aldermen to 
sign the lease with the mission, 
and they did 

k ‘It’s an absolute abuse of the 
taxpayers' mandate to spend the 
taxpayers' money on changing 
the locks," Donnelly said. "It s 
not the (school board’s) to sell; 
it's the city’s to sell,” 

"The voters spoke and said 
that’s what they wanted," Don¬ 
nelly said. "I do believe it's the 
city’s authority to dispose of pro¬ 
perty, and I have absolutely no 
qualms (about this lease)." 

School Board Chairman 
Carolyn Baker confirmed that 
the school had changed the locks. 
But she said reports that an 
around-the-clock guard had been 
posted at the school were not 
true, although a maintenance 
person had been sent to check the 
building, v 

The city charter puts the 
building in the School Board's 
hands, she said. "It’s very clear 
that the school commissioners 
have the authority to use the 
schools in terms of management 
and selling," Baker said. "The 
charter is very clearly set up that 
way," 

Baker said the School Board 
had assumed it had been 
“operating on very good faith" 
with the mission's board of direc¬ 
tors. 

After the mission board found 
that it could not obtain sufficient 
insurance last month, the School 
Board had suggested the two 
groups sit down with their in¬ 
surance agents. "But it never 
happened that we sat down with 
the insurance people, so we were 
more than a little surprised to 
hear that a lease had been 
negotiated with the dty," Baker 
said.

Midas Muffler is a drop-off point for 
the toy campaign the Marines run na¬ 
tionwide during the Christmas season. 
The toys go to Vermont Catholic 
Charities, and after wrapping they are 
distributed by the Rutland City 
Recreation and Parks Department, 

According to Chuck Whitehead of 
Midis Muffler, last year people filled 
10 boxes with about 30 toys per bo*. 
"Some companies give money," he 
said, such as General Electric Co., 
which just donated 1400 

If someone knows of a place that 
could become a permanent, year-round 
home for the toy effort, Vermont 
Catholic Charities would be able to 
buy wrapping paper and toys at post-

Then there is the Salvation Army, 
which last year helped about 1M needy 
families, according to Cipt.

Generally people in need of help 
make out an application, but "we take 
some names on referral,'' OlmsLead 
said. ''Some people have a hard time 
asking for help,' 1 she added 

The Salvation Army effort is big 
enough and varied enough so 
volunteers are always needed. 
Dim stead said, for the nursing home 
visit program, for sorting and packag¬ 
ing clothing and toys, and "we’re 
always looking for people who might 
like to ring a bell at a bucket.”

Charities See 
Growing Heed 

By RD BARNA 

There's something new in Rutland for 
Christinas this year: the new poor. 

T have a very deep feeling, in talking to people 
and what 1 * happening, people coming to my of¬ 
fice, talking to school nurses, and so on, that 
things are very serious, 1 ' said the Rev. David 
Dean of the Grace Congregational United Church 
of Christ. 

"I think the poor are getting poorer and the mid¬ 
dle class is disappearing, r he said recently, 

John Cassarino, director of the Open Door Mis¬ 
sion in Rutland, sees the same trend. 'Right now 
27-28 percent of all homeless in the country are 
families, especially with single mothers, divorced 
or whatever/’ and "that's a dramatic increase, 1 ' 
he said. 

‘People are coming to New Hampshire and Ver¬ 
mont looking for the silver lining because they 
hear about the low unemployment here, 1 ' he add¬ 
ed. 

For those who believe poverty is something dis¬ 
tant and insignificant. Cassarino points out that 

80 to 60 percent of the people in this country 
couldn't get by four weeks without a paycheck." 

But that's t he background rather than the story, 
because in Rutland tne new poor are meeting an 
old tradition of charitable giving. ' People in 
Rutland we've found are very generous," 
Cassarino said. For instance, ”we were a mission 
that was going to be closed si* years ago in June. 
3100,000 in the red, and now jve’re in the black," 
he said. * 

How then can people help during this Christinas 
season to keep the yule flame burning? 

Perhaps the biggest drive is the Christmas 
Fund coordinated by radio stations WSYB and 
WRUT, with help in making referrals from more 
than 30 area social service agencies, churches, 
schools and town clerks. 

Thanks to volunteers and radio staff members, 
the Christmas Fund has no administrative 
overhead, WSYB General Manager Harry

Donahue Doles Out Assignments

The new Rutland Board of 
Aldermen got off to a smooth 
start Monday night with little 
conflict, no disagreements 
and quick approvals. 

Among other actions: 

— Alderman Thomas L. 
Donahue, 29, wag elected by 
unanimous vote as the new 
board president, The seat has 
been contested in recent 
years “My mtPgra tff Donahue's 
family filled one side of 
chambers to cheer him. Two 
of his brothers took 
photographs during the 
meeting. 

— Newly elected Mayor Jef¬ 
frey N, Wennberg, 34, attend¬ 
ed the meeting to explain his 
proposals ana appointments. 
Wennberg's predecessor, 
former Mayor John J, Daley, 
did not attend aldermen's 
meetings. 

— Alderman Linda M. 
Welch complimented Wenn- 
berg for sending letters to her 
committee members while he 
was planner to advise them of 
meetings, Welch rarely com¬ 
plimented Wennberg while he 
was planner. Their relation¬ 
ship had been characterized 
by tension. 

— All of Wennberg's new 
appointments came with a 
resume. Aldermen had begged 
Daley for months to provide 
some background information 
on his appointments. 

— The board meeting ended 
around 9:30 p.m,, long before 
midnight, the usual adjourn¬ 
ment time.

miuee for further study and 
tabled the mayor's appoint¬ 
ments, as is the procedure. 

Wennberg started his move 
to restructure City Hall Mon- 
day by proposing a job 
description for an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant and 
caseworker who would assist 
him. He proposed to eliminate 
the current position of ad¬ 
ministrative assistant and 


secretary. Mary Muzzi holds 
that position and would be re¬ 
quired to apply for the new 
position if she wants it. 

The main difference in 
duties between the current ad¬ 
ministrative assistant and the 
newly proposed assistant 
would be that the caseworker 
would help constituents solve 
problems and work as an ad¬ 
vocate, and would not type for 


various city boards. 

The salary for the position 
would remain at 517,000 a 
year, Wennberg said he did 
not plan to advertise the new 
job. but would contact people 
to encourage them to apply. 

Wennberg said his goal 
would be to design an office 
similar to that of Rep, James 
M. Jeffords. R-Vt,. where he 
was a staff aide for more than 
a year. 

"1 hope to improve the flow 
and delivery of services," 
Wennberg said. 'Tm trying to 
delegate ... so we can be more 
efficient." 

Wennberg also proposed 
that the city hire Nite Ow! 
Cleaning to perform all 
janitorial work at City Hall 
for $30,810 a year. That job 
had been done by two public 
works employees who would 
be transferred to other city 
jobs, 

Robert Tyler, the president 
of the public works union, 
told the board the union 
would object to the city 
eliminating those jobs. It's & 
violation of the city contract, 
he said. 

The matter will be taken up 
in committee, 

Wennberg also began to 
make his mark on the city 
through his appointments. 

He appointed Thomas C. 
Ryan as the citizens' 
representative to the Rutland 
County Solid Waste District. 
Ryan, an account executive 
for Dean Witter Reynolds, 
will take the seat held by John 
P. Poignant.

Wennberg said Ryan's 
background in finance was 
needed On the solid waste 
district.

Explaining his decision to 
appoint Ryan, Wennberg 
said, "The questions that re¬ 
main are almost entirely 
financial in nature. 1 ' 

He said he declined to reap¬ 
point Faignant, who had been 
the lawyer for opponents of 
the plant, because the two did 
not share the same 

P "We Eac! differences of opi- 
nion regarding approach," 
Wennberg said, Faignant was 
in favor of reopening a state 
permit on the plant, while 
Wennberg strongly opposed 
it, saying it was a delaying 
tactic. 

Wennberg proposed expan¬ 
ding the Zoning Board of Ad¬ 
justment from five to seven 
members. He said he wanted 
to place people with legal and 
financial expertise on the 
board. The Rutland Superior 
Court has overturned a 
number of zoning board deci¬ 
sions in recent years, 

Wennberg appointed 
Stephanie Lorentz, a Rutland 
lawyer, and Thomas Shortle. 
an accountant, as the two new 
members. He reappointed 
Wayne Ed son. 


Wennberg appointed former 
Alderman David G, Zsido to 
the Planning Commission and 
reappointed Peter Louras and 
Donald Taylor to the commis¬ 
sion. Zsido will take the posi¬ 
tion held by former Mayor 
Harold Nichols. Nichols was 
made the first "planning com¬ 
missioner emeritus," He may 
serve on the board, but has no 
vote. 

Wennberg appointed three 
people to the Board of 
Auditors, a board that has not 
met in many vears because it 
had no fuctioh. The old duty 
to audit city accounts became 
obsolete when the city began 
contracting with a profes¬ 
sional auditing company each 
year, 

Wennberg proposed to give 
the auditors a new task. He 
said he wanted the three new 
auditors to act as consultants 
who would "look over our 
shoulders to review our finan¬ 
cial practices and pro¬ 
cedures.” 

He appointed Edward T, 
Ogorzalek, director of finan¬ 
cial services at Rutland 
Regional Medical Center; ac¬ 
countant Thomas J. Hart and 
banker Timothy Collins to the 
board, 

Wennberg reappointed all 
department heads except 
Publ 1c Works Commissioner 
Gail M, Tine, who is not seek¬ 
ing reappointment. He also 
had no name to submit Mon¬ 
day as his replacement in the 
planning office. 


Wennberg said City Clerk 
Rosemary Finley would serve 
as interim purchasing agent 
until He was able to hire a pur¬ 
chasing agent, as was plann¬ 
ed. 

Donahue's committee ap¬ 
pointments passed with only 
one objection. Alderman 
Robert A. Stafford said he 
didn’t want to chair the 
Recreation Committee. But 
no one else agreed to change 
that appointment. 

Among the more interesting 
appointments was Alderman 
Patricia Donnelly as chair¬ 
man of the Pumic Safety 
Committee to oversee the 
police and fire departments. 
Donnelly will take over from 
Alderman John B. Cassarino, 
the chairman of the committee 
for a number of years. 

Cassarino said he wanted to 
devote himself to personnel 
and union issues as chairman 
of the General Committee.

This week's Sports Illustrated cover story by 
Gary McLain, the spunky point guard w ho played 
on Villanova's national championship team in 
1985. is a real eye opener. Not because it details 
how a voung. gifted athlete can become a.victim of 
the White Devil; we know- that story by now. But 
because it tells how coaches and colleges, so intent 
on winning, chose to look the other way when 
word got to them about how one of their star 
basketball players was not only using cocaine, but 
selling it on the campus as well. 

McLain admits to being "wired" on coke during 
a visit to the White House and with President 
Reagan and to having played under the influence 
of cocaine in some games, even during the NCAA 
Final Four in Lexington. Ky., in 1985. 

Villanova Coach Rollie Massimino must 
shoulder some of the blame for his role in this sad 
account of how McLain used everyone around him 
to obtain cocaine, became an addict and then a co¬ 
caine dealer. 

But in this scandal, the real Villanova villain is 
McLain himself. McLain admits he used people, 
used the college and used himself as he became 
more and more dependant on tbe drug.

Wennberg Sees Alley 
As Lunchtime Mecca

F orme r M ay or G il bert G . G od - 
nick called it the "eighth wonder 
of the world." 

Former Mayor John J. Daley 
named it "the biggest white 
elephant Rutland has ever had." 

And Mayor Jeffrey N. Wenn- 
berg hopes to make it the hotdog 
and ice cream center of the citv. 

Wennberg recommended 
Thursday at a Community 
Development Committee 
meeting that street vendors be 
licensed to sell in the Center 
Street Alley and not on city 
streets. 

He suggested an alley full of 
food vendors might be a way to 
revitalize the downtown cour¬ 
tyard- sandwiched between 
buildings on Center Street, Mer¬ 
chants Row, Washington Street 
and Wales Street. 

The alley was a community 
development project started 
under God nick. Although it is in 
the middle of the downtown it 
has never been fully used. 

The Community Development 
Committee discussed licenses 
for atreet vendors at its meeting 
Thursday because two license 
requests were received on Mon¬ 
day. More are expected as the 
temperatures rise. 

Tne aldermen declined to ap¬ 
prove the licenses at their 
regular meeting when Alderman 
Nicholas Barone said it would be 
unfair to taxpaying merchants to 
have to compete with street ven¬ 
dors. 

But Wennberg said he believ¬ 


ed an alley full of food and 
dessert vendors would be a boon 
to the downtown and would not 
create extra competition on city 
streets. 

Members of the committee lik¬ 
ed Wennherg’s idea and approv¬ 
ed a motion to recommend that 
the full board request him to 
establish a committee to oversee 
use of the alley. The committee 
also passed a motion to recom¬ 
mend vendors be licensed to use 
the alley instead of city streets. 

Wennberg suggested the 
special committee might be plac¬ 
ed in charge of running and pro¬ 
moting the alley. He planned to 
contact Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W. Ciof- 
fredi to get his reaction to the 
idea. 

Wennberg said he would want 
Cioffredi and representatives 
from the downtown and from the 
nearby buildings to serve on the 
committee. 

Alderman Patricia Donnelly 
expressed concern that the ven¬ 
dors would have to pay some fee 
to use the alley. However, Wenn¬ 
berg suggested the city should 
simply encourage the vendors to 
move into the alley with no 
charge and see how the project 
works. 

'Td love to see people coming 
out of their offices and wander¬ 
ing in there for lunchtime." 
Wennberg said.

with a statement: “This is a 
student ceremony to honor 
our Constitution, adopted 200 
years ago, and our Bill of 
Rights, adopted in 1791. the 
year the Republic of Vermont 
became the 14th state.*’ 

Although Egan palled it a 
“brief, dignified ceremony," 
school administrators asked 
for changes. 

Egan wanted a constant 
“changing of the guard" of 
students during May, June 
and September. Ad¬ 
ministrators said the first two 
weeks in September would 
suffice — the time to be 
shared with students at 


Christ the King School and 
Mount St. Josepn Academy. 

Study halls were out; social 
studies and English classes 
were in. “In study halls, the 
kids are off the wall,” said 
Lincoln Fenn, a high school 
teacher. 

Egan said that while the 
school was slow to embrace 
his Constitution ceremony, 
others were enthusiastic. He 
said officials of the Vermont 
State Fair at Rutland were 
considering his offer to have 
Rutland residents read the 
Constitution before country 
and western shows. 

But Joseph Whalen, high 
school housemaster, said tne 
high school was more than ac¬ 


commodating to the Constitu¬ 
tion. Whalen formed a “We 
the People” committee con¬ 
sisting of two administrators, 
three social studies teachers, 
two art teachers, a music 
teacher, a driver's education 
teacher and a student. 

The committee met with 
Egan last week and presented 
several suggestions: 

— Art students could learn 
lettering techniques through a 
bicentennial poster contest. 
Art teacher Angela Hinchcy 
showed one student’s work- 
in-progress: an abstract 
Liberty Bell backed by a 
watercolor explosion of red, 
white and blue. 


— Students could write and 
act out bicentennial skits. 
“Such topics as the Albany 
Plan and the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment will be done." a commit¬ 
tee memo stated. 

— The band could perform 
bicentennial Songs. Music 
teacher Francine Broughton 
“erill think about how best to 
present this,” the memo said. 

Egan listened to the ideas, 
and said hr liked what he 
heard. But then he has been 
doing this for years. 

In 1975. Egan dreamed up a 
month-long event where 
students would pull a cannon 
across Vermont - from Brat 
tleboro to Fort Ticonderoga in 


New York — in honor of the 
nation's bicentennial. 

The state's bicentennial 
commission, however, refus¬ 
ed to endorse the pull because 
it was historically inaccurate. 
When soldiers dragged can¬ 
nons in 1775, they started 
from Fort Ticonderoga and 
moved south to Boston. 

No matter. Egan lined up 
students from 19 high schools 
and pulled northward 
anyway. 

In 1976, Egan designed a 
“Republic of Vermont” 
license plate. Police, however, 
ticketed automobiles wearing 
them — Egan's car included. 
The Vermont Legislature 
adopted a special act allowing 
;the plates to be worn on 


bumpers. 

But even Rutland’s 
Rockets-Red-Glare Rocky has 
lost a fight. 

Egan wanted to create a 
commemorative rock garden 
in Rutland's Main Street Park 
by collecting a rock from each 
town in Rutland County and 
rocks from Vermont’s 
neighboring states and from 
Costa Mesa, Calif., a “sister 
city” of Rutland.

Rutland Jocks Getting Into Rugby 


By BOB CARROLL 

Rutland area sports an* 
thusiasts, looking for a sport 
that offers something a little dif¬ 
ferent, more and more are fin¬ 
ding rugby the game to play. 

Rugby has only been visible in 
Rutland for the past five years 
but has been around for 164 
years, mostly finding its home in 
Europe and nurturing an offspr¬ 
ing in Australia known as 
Australian Rules football. 

It was in 1323 in England that 
founder William Webb Ellis, 
upon being totally bored with 
the low scoring of a local soccer 
game, abruptly ran out onto the 
field and proceeded to grab the 
soccer ball and run around with 
it until caught. The sport of 
rugby was instantly born and 
has been a rough cross between 
soccer and tackle football ever 
since. The object of the game is 
to take the seamless ball — 


shaped much like a football — 
and using teammates and deter¬ 
mination, but without the help of 
a forward pass, put the hall over 
a goal line for the allowed four 
points. 

Former Johnson State College 
graduate and present Rutland 
Recreation Assistant Director 
Tad Nunez is credited with br¬ 
inging the sport to the immediate 
Rutland area. 

"I've been playing rugby since 
roughly 1975 while at Johnson,” 
Nunez said, "We had a club 
team there and would play every 
weekend against other dubs and 
schools. But when I got out of 
school in 1979 1 immediately 
started playing for the Mad 
River duo. After a few years of 
tra ve I in g the 4Q-m i I e trip to 
WaiUfidd (Mad River's home 
location) I decided what was 
needed was a team right here. 
With the help of the recreation 


department we were born," 
instrumental in rugby's 
growth in the Rutland area along 
with Nunez, is Ruggers bar (the 
name not being just coinciden¬ 
tal). Co-owners Chuck Anderson 
and Marty Mahgos who have 
both been on the Rutland team 
since its inception, 

Anderson remembers things 
as starting off slowly but 
gradually picking up every year 
since their initial match against 
the Dartmouth "C M team, 
Anderson said he can't 
remember the score, only that 
they "pounded us pretty badly."

An overgrown lot in a forgot¬ 
ten corner of Rutland may soon 
be turned into a park. 

Rutland aldermen gave sup¬ 
port recently to the community 
effort to create a mini-park on 
Water Street on the banks of the 
East Creek, The park would be 
designed for older people and 
children who are accompanied 
by adults. 

The land - about 100 feet wide 
and 200 feet deep - is owned by 
the city, but has been ignored for 
years. 

"Right now it's an eyesore, 
unkempt and unmaintained. 
Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg 
said The mayor has supported 
city cooperation with the 
neighborhood to build the park. 

The Rutland committee of 
Rutland West Neighborhood 
Housing Services luc., a com¬ 
munity group working to shape 
up northwest neighborhood 
houses, suggested turning the lot 
into a park about a year ago. The 
idea has slowly developed dur 
ingthe past months.
